Testing-Time. 

The strike which was threatened for 
midnight was cancelled yesterday even- 
ing as the result of an agreement between 
the Postmaster-General and the Trish 
Postal Union. An independent commis- 
sion will investigate the workers’ cem- 
plaints. The proposed strike would have 
been a crime against the Irish people, 
and the threat was utterly inexcusable. 
The merits of the case are not affected hy 
any mistakes which an energetic, but 
inexperienced, Postmaster-General may 
have made in the course of the negotia- 
tions. Apart from the fact that no other 
body of postal workers rebelled against 
the wages “cut,” the Irish Postal Union 


cannot escape the severest censure for its | 


attempt to take the Provisional Govern- 
ment by the throat at this most critical 
inoment in the national fortunes. The new 
freland cannot flourish without the loyal 
support of all Irish citizens, and she 
expects a greater, not a smaller, measure 
of loyalty from the paid servants’ of the 
Ntate. . We said last week that the strike 
threat would have been impossible if 
public opinion had taken the trouble 
to express its real feeling about a project 
which would have involved the whole 
country in dangerous confusion and heavy 
loss. We may suppose, however, that 
knowledge of this feeling had a consider- 
able effect on the Union's eleventh-hour 
decision. Public opinion, even when it 
fails to exert itself, is an important in- 
fluence in public affairs. Well organised 
and firmly expressed, it is an influence 
that the most reckless will not wish to 
defy. 

Hitherto the Free State leaders have 
contented themselves with declarations 
that the country, as a whole, supports the 
Treaty. They have failed, however, to 
carry their conviction to its logical con- 
clusion, “They have seemed to be on their 
defence during a time which demanded 
confident action from men who knew 
themselves to be the accredited ex- 
ponents of the people's will. There is a 
new and welcome note in the speeches 
with which Méssrs. Griffith and Collins 
have opened the Free State election cam- 
paign. They have decided to make the 
country a partner in their cause. Yester- 
day they addressed two challenges. to 
the Republican leaders which cannot 
be ignored. In the first place, what 
is the Republican alternative to phe 
Treaty? What political and economic 
advantages does Mr. de Valera offer to 
the country? If he is not inviting Irish 
iarmers and traders to commit themselves 
to a renewal of ruinous and futile strife, 
what is the exact nature of his invitation ? 
In the next place, what is the Republican 
attitude to existing lawlessness and to 
attacks on the departing forces of the 
Crown? Do the Republican leaders like 
or dislike these things; and, if they dis- 
like them, why do the; not repudiate them 
and help the Provisional Gevernment to 
suppress them? It is the Government's 
duty, said Mr. Collins, to stop disordet 
and to establish machinery for the pur- 
pose > and im this work .it.demands she 
people's immediate and whole-hearted co- 
operation. The aliignce between Govern- 
ment and people need not, and must not, 
wait upon the June elections. 

The next three months will help to 
decide whether the ideal of a united Ire- 
land is visionary or attainable. If the 
elections represent merely a numerical 
verdict for the cause of sanity, un- 
supported by any positive proof of 
Southern Ireland’s capacity for peace, 
they will have missed the full measure 
of their possible achievement. Mr. 
Collins does not despair of Ulster, 
and Mr. John MacNeill believes that the 
adherence of Southern loyalists to the 
Free State will be an important factor im 
the process of Northern conversion. At 
this moment both Ulster and the Southern 
loyalists are watching the conflict between 
the Treaty’s friends and enemies with 
anxious interest. It is not the leaders, 
however, but the followers, who are the 
subject of their gravest speculations. We 
know that the Provisional Government is 
striving honestly for settlement. What 
remains unknown. is the sincerity of 
Southern Ireland's purpose to discourage 
folly and recklessness, to lay the moral

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The Senate’s Way. 


To the uninitiated European the mys- 
teries of American politics’ are a closed 
book. When the Covenant of the League 
of Nations was signed by President 
Wilson in Paris the old world assumed 
that it would be ratified without hesite- 
tion by the American Senate. The old 
world was wrong, and has suffered much 
through its mistake. Recently in Wash- 
ington seven treaties were signed at an 
international conference which was called 
together ad hoc by President Harding. 
The most important of these instruments 
was the Four-Power Pact, which con- 


stitutes a sort of loose alliance between 


Britain, America, France, and Japan, and 
is calculated to guarantee the peace of 
the Pacific. The conclusion of this treaty 
was hailed as a triumph of statecraft by 
the whole world; but, as in the case of 
the League of Nations, the American 
Senate is ing a hand in the game. 
This body cOhsists of ninety-six members, 
two from every State in the Union, and 
before’ the Treaty can come into force it 
must obtain a two-thirds majority in the 
Senate. In other words, at least sixty- 
four Senators must yote in favour of it. 
The Republican Party has not a full two- 
thirds majority, and to pass the Treaty it 
must capture some Democratic votes. The 
Democrats, however, have not forgotten

can succeed in throwing out the Four- 
Power Pact, they will wreck the work of 
Washington, just as their .opponents 
wrecked the work of Versailles; but im 
America, apparently, party politics are 
far more important than world issues. 


Fiume. 


The new diplomacy, doubtless, has its 
good points; but, so far, it has borne 
some very bitter fruit. Since the Armis- 
tice dozens of intricate problems have 
been “settled’’ by a peripatetic council 
of statesmen which has surveyed the 
world from China to Peru; but in hardly 
any case has the “settlement ” been final. 
Now Fiume has exploded again. _With 
the downfall of d’Annunzio and the 
application of the jig-saw puzzle principle 
to this city and its environs Europe was 
led to believe that henceforth Italians and 
South Slavs would live in love and 
harmony. Human nature, however, ean- 
not be held in check by ethnographical 
maps. The trouble in Fiume has started 
all over again, and heavy. fighting 1s in 
progress in its streets. An Italian 
Fascista was killed last week in a brawl, 
and his comrades promptly seized a drifter 
of the Italian Fleet, from which they pro- 
ceeded to bombard the city. The munt- 
cipal Government was overthrown after a 
sharp engagement, and the Governer was 
deposed by the insurgents. These gentle- 
men now, apparently, are in full control 
of the “Free Town,” and the [Italian 
Government is in the same position in 
which it found itself when d’Annunzio was 
in power. Like the poet, the Fascisti do 
not recognise Fiume’s independence. For 
them it is an Italian city like Naples or 
Milan, and they defy the Government, the 
Allies, and the world to change its status. 
Truly the rose of peace has many thorns, 
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A New Theory. 


A German professor named Wegener 
has published a new theory of the forma- 
tion of the earth. As every student 
of science knows, the value of a 
theory lies not so much in its absolute 
truth as in the encouragement which it 
holds out to men of science to experiment 
and ‘observe before they can accept it as 
a working hypothesis. Most authorities 
believe that the present features of the 
earth 's surface are the result of successive 
elevations and depsessions of its crust 
above or below the oceans. Professor 
Wegener's idea is that the continents rest 
in unstable equilibrium upon a denser 
foundation, and that they move very 
slowly across this base towards the west. 
In support of his theory, the professor 
cites the fact that the earth’s poles have 
been found to change their positions rela- 
tive to certain physical features of the 
earth's. surface. Furthermore, he refers 
to the planet Jupiter: Motion of certain 
continents upon its surface has been 
observed for many years, and M. Flam- 
marion compared this motion to what an 
observer in space would witness if Aus- 
tralia should begin to float round the 
earth. Science has experienced too many 
surprises to be dogmatic, and an interest- 
ing controversy is likely to follow Dr. 
Wegener's statement. 


French Authors. ° 


The Paris Figaeo has just completed 
a very interesting series of inquiries. 
Its object was to discover the French 
author whose works embodied most com- 
letely the thought, culture, wit, and 
iterary art of France. The result of 
the veers is instructive. Rabelais, Vol- 
taire, Balzac, and Flaubert head the list 
with vittually equal votes. They are 
followed fairly closely by Morftaigne and 
Victor Hugo, while Zola, Pascal, and tho 
abdbé Prévost bring up the rear. Strangely 
enough, the critics have forgotten Anatole 
France. Possibly this curious omission is 
still alive and has Jewish blood in his 
veins. Literary critics never like 
admit that a living author is better thar 
a “classic,’’ and most Frenchmen hate 
Jews, 
mired in every civilised land. The appeal 
of his works is universal; yet it is 
peculiarly French. Surely he deserves a 
place amongst the mighty.

SOME CHEMICAL THEORIES. 
sur 


roblem of the origin of life is among the 
cmabaratively recent problems in the history of 
scientific thought. Even to the finest minds of 
the ancients the problem ean hardly be #aid to 
have existed. Life arose directly from earth and 
water, where -it chose, aid in what form it 
fancied. 

“ With good reason the earth has 
ame of mother,” writes Lucretius, “since all 
things are produced out of the earth, forming 
in rain-water sad in the warm vapours of ihe 
suú. 

The early investigawrs of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centu “ex. expaaded this doctrine of 
spontaneous gemcratiou, although they did no 
fundamentally cuanse it Van Helmont fut- 
nishea exact details tor che \.anufacture of rep- 
tiles Ynd mice from decayed vegetable matter 
and foocd-stuff. Kircher was so amazed at the 
strange creatures which arose under his ows 
eyes in pond water that ne published a series of 
drawings of his ovservations. Even the father 
wi the great Charles Darwin was credited with 
a series of experimenis on the production of a 
calf from veal brotn. 

Indeed, not until the later and brilliant. re. 
searches of Pasteur did th: question of the 
origin of life take true scientiúc form. Pasteur 
clearly showed that the positive results of the 
earher experimentalisis could be traced to faulty 
methods. Living organisms appeared im their 
experiments because they were already there in 
some form when the experiment startedy or 
crept in unnoticed during the research. 

Pasteur’s conclusions roused, among various 
critics, the late Dr. Charles Bastian, who de- 
voted much of his career to aitemping to per- 
suade the scientific world that-he had obtained 
living organisms by exposing sealed tubes con- 
taining mixtures of mineral salts to sunlight for 
long periods. In the intermittent controversy 
that followed, although a variety of experiments 
have been carried out, no one has yet convinced 
the scientific world that life ever arose, or can 
arise, from anything other than life tiself. 

The wonderful development of chemistry in 
recent years has attracted attention to the 
chemical constitution of plants and animals, and 
modern biologists prefer to speculate on the 
conditions which could, at some time in the 
world’s history, assemble those chemicals to- 
gether and so make a living organism, rather 
than try to produce live creatures by actually 
mixing salis in test tubes, 
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Thus, at present, there are at least four 
chemical theories of the origin of life on earth. 

Professor Benjamin Moore, of Oxford, hold- 
ing that hfe arose from chemical changes im the 
gradually cooling world. Life is an order®y de- 
velopment which comes to every world in the 
universe when the conditions suitable for life 
are reached. 

_ Dr. Allen has invoked the lightning to help 
in forming the peculiar nitrogen compounds, 
the proteins, associated with hfe. 

The close connection between the salis of the 
blood and the salts of the sea has suggested 
that life was born in the mysterious depths of 
the ocean, and, becommg wearied of its silent 
surroundings, took to land. 

Dr. Mactic has suggested that life probably 
arose on the mountam-tops, where he considers 
the temperature of the cooling earth would be 
low enough for the primitive organisms to de- 
velop. This subject is at present being dhs-' 
cussed in Vatwre. 

Dr. Fearon has pointed out im his lecture in 
Dublin last week, that it is, theoretically, 
possible for the living organism to be built up 
of other chemical elements than it now contains, 
such as silicon instead of carbon: and if this 
had taken place at any time in the history of 
the umiverse lite night have existed under much 
higher temperature conditions, and may exist 
even now on the planets nearest to the sun. 

The present progress of biological chemistry 
has shown that the reseurces of life are so tre- 
mendous that 13s unscientific to hold that the 
limited form of life that is known is the only 
form of life possible under any conditions. :

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SUNDAY FIRING. 
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HEAVY CASUALTIES. 

There was considerable firing in Bel- 
fast last night, especially in York street, 
Newtownards road; Cullingtree road, and 
New Lodge road areas. One man, who 
had not been identified, was shot dead, 
and fifteen wounded persons had been ad- 
mitted to the hospitals up to midnight. 

The wounded include two soldiers of 
the Norfolk Regiment, who were on duty 
in Stanhope street. Private. Wilfred Ellis 
was shot in the thigh and Private Deane 
in the face. 

A bomb was thrown through the fan- 
light of a house in Elizabeth street, but 
no one was injured. 

There had been a good deal of bomb- 
throwing and shooting on Saturday, and 
vesterday was not very old when the 
trouble was renewed. It began in the 
Catholic district of McDonnell street, 
where there was considerable sniping. 
Later a bomb was thrown into Cupar 
street, but it exploded in the air and did 
no damage beyond shatierifg a few panes 
of glass. About two miles away another 
bomb was thrown three hours later into 
the house of William Dempster, a grocer, 
of 90 Great George s street, in the York 
street area. Considerable damage was 
done to the premises, but no one was 
injured. . 

A tram conauctor; Patrick McGovern, 
when passing through a disturbed area 
received a builet wound in the leg. 

When the congregation -was leaving 
Townsend Presbyterian Church yesterday 
after the Morning Service sniping started 
from Antrim street. Police were hurried 
to the, scene and replied to the fire. No 
casualties have been reported. 

During some sniping in the Stanhope 
street area, at the rear of Clifton street, 
a notorious sniping area with a mixed 
population, two soldiers were wounded 
yesterday afternoon. The military subse- 
quently tock! contro] in this area and 
carried out a systematic search of the dis- 
trict for rifles and ammunition.

CYCLONE HAVOC IN EAST 
AFRICA, 


BEIRA, Sunday. 

There is no doubt that the cyclone that swept 

Chinde and the Zambesi River on February bf 
caused the’ biggest catastrophe of the kind that 
ever happened on the East Coast of Africa. 
_ The story of the disaster shows that Chinde 
is practically flattened out. With a few ex- 
ceptions, all the flotilla of river steamers, on 
which the large plantations on the Zambesi and 
the Nyassaland Protectorate are dependent as a 
means of conveying supplies and dealing with 
exports and the passenger traffice, are sunk or 
smashed and piled up an the foreshore. 

Altogether twelve river steamers are stranded 
on the river side, in addition to forty barges, 
while the coaster employed in the service of 
the Sena sugar estates, the Waterbuck, held to 
her anchors by steaming ahead, but the Mafia, 
which adopted the same tactics, had a narrow 
escape, as she drifted within a short distance 
of, and was heading directly for, the Gombi, 
as the river foreshore is called, when her ad- 
ditional anchors held. 

The Pundema, one of the British Central 
African Company s fleet, was smashed close to 
the shore, and the captain, his wife and child 
were drowned. As the steamer went down the 
boiler exploded. Lieuterant-Commander Bud- 
geon, the marine superintendent for the Sena 
sugar estates, went in a motor boat to help, 
but his craft foundered and he was drowned. 
The Salvador, one of the two Portuguese river 
steamers, is a wreck. 

Meanwhile Chinde was breaking up under the 
tremendous impact of the cyclone on the river 
front. The destruction was begun by the wind, 
which, getting underneath the edge of the roof, 
lifted he whole up like paper. Sheets of gal- 
vanised iron were sent flying over the town, or 
the roofs were thrown bodily to the other side 
of the street. Chinde is essentially a tin 
town, and not too well built at that, A torren- 
tial rain followed. 

Everything perishable was damaged beyond 


in Chinde alone is estimated 
£300,000. But if there is any 
up the river this figure must be 
greatly increased. 

The cyclone lasted from eight in the morning 
of the 24th to midnight. The loss of life is be- 
lieved to include eight Europeans and many 
natives, probably forty to fifty.

are regarded as not being able to bear the re- 
cent bonus cut, to recommend that the findings 
in such cases be Meon retrospectively as from 
the Ist March, 1922. .

APPRECIATION OF POSTMEN’S 
LOYALTY, 


The offer made by the Provisional Govern- 
ment is disclosed in a statement issued by the 
Postmaster-General on Saturday night. It 
refers to a deputation of the Irish Postal 
Workers’ Union (chiefly postmen), which had 
waited on the Postmaster-General. The state- 
ment is as follows :— 

* Following the conference of postal workers 
held in Dublin on Friday,.a deputation, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Kelly (Dublin), O’Brien 
(Limerick), and MeGowan (Drogheda), waited 
on the Postmaster-General on Saturday, and. 
informed him that the proposal made by his 
Government was acceptable to their Union, 
which represented about 95 per cent. of the 
postmen employed in the Free State area. 

‘The Provisional Government's offer is :-~ 

“That an independent Commission be set 
up immediately to inquire into the wages and 
salaries, organisation of work and conditions 
generally in the Post Office. 

“*That the first task of the. Commission 
will be to inquire into the question of wages 
in order that the findings may be arrived at 
before, if possible, the establishment of the new 
Parliament. 

** That the Postmaster-General on behalf 
of the Provisional Government, agrees to re- 
commend the acceptance of the findings to the 
new Parliament. 

“ “That, representations made by the staff 
Unions as regards the personnel of the Com- 
mission will be considered.’ ” 

Mr. Walsh thanked the members of the 
Union for a decision “ that above all shows a 
high sense of loyalty to the interests and con- 
venience of the Irish public.” 


SCOTTISH WHISKY DEAL. 


The acquisition of all available Scotch whisky 
by the Distillers Company and a group of three 
other financial whisky concerns has been ad- 
vanced another stage by the purchase of the 
stocks of Peter McPhail’s, the wholesale Edin- 
burgh blending house. The stock is a quarter 
milhon gallons’ of whisky. After months of 
negotiation it has passed into the hands of 
Messrs. J.. and.G. Stewart, Lid., which is a 
subsidiary company of the Distillers Company. 

The latter concern already controls the pro- 
duction.of grain whisky. Grain whisky is not 
consumed by the public except in a few dis- 
tricts in Scotland. 

There has been a succession of deals involv- 
ing several million gallons of malt whiskies 
which have either passed under the contro] of 


cerns whose names are familiar, and who are 
working in concert. The high duty on whisky 
has brought about a decline in consumption, 
and only concerns of immense financial re- 
sources can confidently face the situation, 
The passing of these great stocks into a small 
group will certainly not tend to a fall in the 
price of Scotch whisky to the consumer.

Slight trouble occurred recently in the 
14th Sikhs and the 19th Punjabis at 
Jullundur. -Both (bhvse regiments have 
extremely fine war records. 

Two men of the Sikhs wore black 
“pugarees ” (turbans), although in uni- 
form, and when disciplinary measures were 
taken against them six others followed 
suit. Later on twenty men deserted. 

Black. headgear is worn by Gandhi's 
supporters. 

With regard to the Punjabis, a sepoy 
insisted on wearing a kurta (Indian 
soldier's knee-length tunic) of non-regula- 
tion length.

SHIPS THAT PASSED.

GALE PREVENTS CALLS AT 
QUEENSTOWN. 

A strong eouth-westerly gale prevailed at 
Queenstown on Saturday night and yesterday 
morning, accompanied by heavy rain. The 
White Star liner Baltic, Liverpool to New York, 
was due to call for 92 passengers and 260 bags 
of mails at an early bour, but it was impossible 
to send out a pilot. The vessel stood off the 
harbour-mouth for some time, but, as the 
weather showed no signs of abating, had to pro- 
ceed direct to New York. 

The Cedric, from New York, stood off the 
mouth of the harbour at 2 a.m., with 75 pas- 
sengers and 169 bags of mail, but the tenders 
could not approach the ship, which went on 
to Liverpool. The weather moderated towards 
roon yesterday. 

Strong winds and heavy sense prevailed in 
Dublin Bay during the early hours of yesterday, 
Rain fell for twelve houre in the city. but 
spring-like conditions ruled in the afternoon.

EFFECT OF LONDON STRIKE, 

Mr. Justice Russell; in the Chancery Division, 
London, on Saturday, heard an ex parte appli- 
cation by Mr. G. H. Hurst on behalf of the 
Cambridge University authorities for a peremp- 
tory order on Messrs. Hazell, Watson, and 
Viney, Ltd., the printers, to deliver up to the 
Cambridge University Press cases of the re- 
cently revised edition of the’ Book of Common 
Prayer, unbound copies of that edition, and 

rinted sheets of the Hymnal in their possession 
at their Aylesbury works. 

Counsel explained that the application was 
due to a strike of members of the Paper Makers’ 
and Packers’ Union at the Cambridge Univer- 
sity Press, which had resulted in a sympathetic 
strike among defendauts’ employes at Aylesbury. 
The Cambridge University Press were under 
contract to ship the Prayer Books to Canada 
so that they could be distributed throughout 
that country by Easter.

FIRST LESSONS OF ALL. 


In all countries dissatisfaction as to the 
methods and resulis of modern education ap- 
rs to be general. But if grumbling did not 
ring relief, if pointing out the mistakes and 
foliies of an educatio system did not show 
off one’s own wisdom so delightfully, we might 
get a little nearer reform by finding out that 
its ~~ is, with charity, at home. Literally 
at home, for there the education of the child 
should start, does start, in fact, no matter 
how early a Government, in blundering anxiety 
to do the best for the citizens of the future, 
fixes the school age. of the chiid. 

Our educational methods are wrong enough, 
Heaven knows, but is the average home method 
of training the child-mind any the wiser? 
Methods! © have a haphazard way of accept- 
ing children little removed from primitive 

les. We care for them physically as best 
we know how, delight in their pretty ways and 
amusing sayings, and leave their plastic minds 
to take moulding from the circumstances and 
traditions to which they were born. Parents 
pass out their children later to be “ educated,” 
and shift their own responsibility to the teacher, 
Lgauging the investment of school fees by the 
examination dividends. But the mischief is 
usually begun before the child gets to school. 

The code of the nursery numbs, when it does 
not cripple, the child’s opening faculties. The 
purse or most loving mother will say, “ Be 
good: git still,” when she merely means, 
“Don’t disturb me.” “ Don’t touch that!” 
“You naughty boy” await any natural effort 
made the child to find out things for himself 
(i.e., educate himself) by touch and examina- 
tion. “Good” and “ naughty’’ thus appear 
to wait upon the caprice of authority. The 
only safe condition is passivity, into which the 
child is driven to stay, at any rate while 
authority 1s present. 
, Ag an American teacher complains, “ By the 
time they reach me they haven't enough intel- 
lectual curiosity to save their souls alive. Do 
what I will, all they do is to sit back and watch 
me teach.” Yet how easily could this watching, 
which intelligent teachers dread, have been 

wick, keen observation and attention if the 
little one’s outlook earlier had been different? 
The great thing is to start the child with in- 
terest in all it sees. or rather not to drive this 
interest back, for the interest is usually there, 
unfolding with encouragement. 


MONTESSORI SYSTEM. 


An Italian woman, a doctor, who began with 
a purely medical interest in children’s brains, 
emerg from her laboratory work with 
scientific proofs of certain fundamental principles 
overning the intellectual growth of a child. 

ing a woman as well as a scientist, she did 
not merely write treatises upon her discoveries, 
but proceeded to act upon them. In this we 
see the spirit of getting things done that has 
inspired the women doctors of Dublin so con- 
sistently. 

This alias doctor—Dr. Montessori—reasoned : 
“Tf that is the way children are made, our 
business is to educate them accordingly,” and 
evolved the now world-famous Monteseor! 
system. But this, wonderfully successful as it 
is, is not available, to the average mother. The 

irit of it, however, should be assimilated by 

1 who have the care rt tery children. Every 
mother will delight to find it merely an enlarge- 
ment of the love and care which she would, if 
she but knew how, spend to the advantage of 
her child. It insists primarily on love and re- 

for the child, his individuality, and his 
right to the full expansion of his powers. The 
central idea of the system is full recognition of 
the fact that no human being is educated by 
anyone else. He must do it himself or it is 
never done. The learner must do his own 
learning with the means to hand. 

Dr. “Prontensori insists that it is necessary to 
constantly repeat to one’s self while teaching 
children, “ All growth must come from a volun- 

action of the child himself.” To foster 
this voluntary action, not to hinder it, should 
be our attitude, then. So that we must make 
the child wish to teach himself above every 
other pleasure. This idea we notice in many of 
easant ways of teaching children that 
of the more advanced schools are adopt- 
ing. But even there they are stultified by tradi- 
tional ideals of school order, disci line, and 
rity. We accept the classification of

And what of the schools where infants who 
have known no nursery life are gathered?

More teachers 
would be needed, but not so many as it would 
seem to require. Sensible grouping would 
do much: even that should avoid the rigorous 
division of a “ class.” We must remember that 
the class usually progresses at the rate of its 
dullest member. others of bright children 
know this to their cost (I speak, of course, of 
conscientious teaching that does not overiook 
the dull child). A boy (or — I say “ boy,” 
and “he” merely as standing for mankind, 
which includes both sexes) who is brilliant in 
one subject cannot advance in that use he 
is not as interested in another subject to the 
same extent. But we know that he does not 
need all subjects in equal ratio in the particu- 
lar business or profession to which his mind is 
tending.

STARVING LANDOWNERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Sin,—In last ve yoy IA Times you had 
an article headed “ Starved Irish’ Teachers.” 
While I grant that school-teachers in Ireland 
have been miserably’ paid, yet they are receiv- 
ing some salary which enables them to pay 
their way. As a landowner who derives his 
income from property, all of which is in tenants’ 
hands, except a smali demesne of 180 acres, 1 can 
safely say that there is no other class so badly 
off in Ireland. My tenants refused to pay last 
November—first, because they would not get a 
reduction of 76. in the £, and, secondly, they 
said that they wanted to purchase out. My 
agent explained that, owing to income tax and 

es, I could not afford to give 7s., while 
the Government were not in a position to grant 
money for land purchase at present. It was no 
use. They did not pay, nor have they done so 
since. They are all second and third term 
rents. 

During the war the Irish farmer made money. 
If shop goods were high, he got even higher 
prices for his produce. Down to last M he 
could get £16 a ton for potatoes, and even now 
pigs are bringing a fair price. Cattle, no doubt, 
are a slump, but, even if the past year was bad, 
he had several that were good. Landowners 
during the war got no increase or bonus of any 
kind. They were hard hit by the war. Taxes, 
food, and wages increased, while their income 
did not. But they did not squeal; they tried to 
keep on. They gave constant labour, wet 
dry, winter and summer. The farmer gives 
high wages during spring, summer and autumn, 
and during slack periods in these seasons 
labourer can stay at home; but once winter 
comes the labourer is not wanted at all by the 
Irish farmer. I have now had to dismiss two 
men, although I kept them on during the winter 
and would want them now. I cannot afford it. 
Mr. Churchill, in answer to Sir J. Butcher in 
the House of Commons the other day, held out 
little hopes of an immediate Land Bill; yet no 
more urgent measure is required. 

The Dail seem to me to be the fairest body 
of all regarding the land question, and I, for 
one, look to them to see that nts are made 
to pay their rents until such time Land Bill 
is introduced. There are certain faxmers at 

resent who think that they can do)as they 
ike regarding payment of rent, @ these 
should be told plainly by the Dail that no non- 
sense will be stood. I only want my rights. I 
have not paid my rates, which are very high. 
How can { when I am not paid my rents? I 
am certain that there are several others in the 
same boat.— Yours, etc.,

TREES IN IRELAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—In view of the vital importance of 
forestry in Ireland's political economy, and the 
urgency of some matters pertaining to it, 
especially the protection of existing woods now 
being pilfered in all parts of the country, tae 
Committee of the Irish Forestry Society in cor- 
respondence with the Minister of Agriculture 
of the Irish Provisional Government, while re- 
cognising that at the moment the general policy 
of afforestation in Ireland cannot be cons: ered, 
have submitted the following précis for his con- 
sideration :— 

1. Protection for existing woods now being 
pilfered in ali parts of the country. 

2 The absolute necessity of making adequate 
provision at once for the training of the working 
foresters who will be required in the immediate 
future. It is suggested that the Forestry 
School at Avondale re-opened without delay. 

3. Forest nurseries, one at a convenient centre 
of every county, should be established as soou 
as possible. In these nurseries forest trees 
could be raised in large quantities for distribu- 
tion to farmers and others desirous of making 
shelter-belts or small plantations on their own 
lands. The forester in charge would give free 
advice as to the proper species and best methods 
of planting trees. Such schemes are best 
financed by the County Councils, but the fram- 
ing of the regulations should naturally come 
from tae Minister of Agriculture. 

4. Demesnes and existing woodlands, where 
trees are growing in large quantities, should 
not be allowed to be cut down until a guarantee 
is given by the owner to “ Minister of 

riculture that the owner will replant the 
felled area within a year. 

It is further hoped that the Minister of Agri- 
culture will be able to receive a deputation 
from the Irish Forestry Society on the subject.

MISS NOLAN’S RECITAL. 


THE BIRMINGHAM QUARTETTE 


Miss Jean Nolan's recital in the Aberdeen 
Hall, Gresham Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday was 
one of continued interest and artistic work. 
Miss Nolan always chooses representative songs 
and sings them well, but she has a daring and 
original way of treating songs that keeps the 
hearer always in a sense of quickened pleasure. 
Her voice seems to have changed somewhuat—to 
have grown more full and round in tone, This 
was noticeable in the Chausson, ' Chanson Per- 
pétuelle,’’ where against the fuil accompaniment 
of the etring quartette and plano it rose to an 
ecstatic finale. Miss Nolan’s French song is 
always good, though her soft, clear diction is a 
great feature of her singing, no matter in what 
language. Chausson, however, is an ideal com- 
poser for her; his wealth of expression brings 
out her great resource in tone changes, now 
warmly tender, now plaintively sweet, with 
touches of passionate vigour of great power and 
beauty. Perhaps, Miss Nolan’s highest power 
ia in her piantssimo work, where the delicate 
nuances are so subtly complete as they pass 
before us. 

The dream picture from Brahms’s “ Fel- 
deinsamkeit ’’ was perfect. She gave its serene 
beauty (to its accompaniment t De. J. F. 
Larchet) very tenderly. The rhythmic rise and 
fall of both voice and piano in “ Phyllis was a 
Faire Maide ”; the awe of tragedy in the few 
lines from Purcell, ‘“‘ Thy hand, Anna "; the 
nocturne of voice and etrings in “ Nod,” and 
the mentality behind the love poem, ““Widmung”’ 
(Schumann), were points of note in this splendid 
singing. 

A little gem, evanescent in suggestion, exactly 
fitting the words which were beautifully 
sketched by the voice, was Quilter’s “ Cherry 
Valley,” where, after a fine opening by the 
piano, Joseph Campbell’s words agave through 
voice, strings, and piano most clearly to

Miss 
Nolan’s lucid singing helped it, but the setting 
bears out Maughan’s quaint wording of “ The 
of St. Francis ” very convincingly.

POULTRY-KEEPING. 
HINTS FOR BEGINNERS. 


Continuing his leetures at the = of 
Science, Mr. F. B. Nasmyth-Miller devoted yes 
terday evening to a description of the methods 
of starting poultry-keeping. 

While poultry-keeping on a small scale was, 
he said, conducted under more or less adverse 
conditions, there were compensations, and, as a 
rule, a proper system of arrangement and 
management enabled most difficulties to be over- 
come. No more economical method of pro- 
duction could be found than that of tho small 
pen of laying hens kept in a arden or back- 
yard. To obtain the best results, however, it 
‘was essential to have the right class of bird, 
and it was wise to get really good stock, for it 
undoubtedly id in the long run. A com- 
mencement might be made in either of three 
ways, by re ow. (1) pullets, (2) oggs for 
hatching, (3) day-old chickens. He favoured 
buying pullets at an age when they were near 
laying as the best and most convenient plan for 
town-dwellers.

DERRY’S PLEDGE. 


“ WE WILL HOLD ON TO THE 
UNION JACK.” 

At a rally of Unionist workers held on Friday 
night at Londonderry a resolution was passed 
protesting — “any and every attempt 
made to induce the British Government to 
allow the City of Derry to be included in the 
area of: the Irish Free State,” and against 
“wny Boundary Commission being allowed to 
agree on any scheme that would reduce the 
area of the Northern territory, or permit of 
any numerical reduction of the population of 
Northern Ireland as set up and established by 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920.” 

The resolution proceeded :— 

“We shall never, under any circumstances, 
tolerate coercion from any source 
into any Parliament against our own free W 
desire to warn Mr. Lloyd George and the Im- 
perial Government that in support of this at- 
titude we are prepared, if need be, to at least 
endeavour to emulate the example of our 
ancestors, who on many a field have fought, 
bled, and died in defending their birthright. 
We, the kith and kin of the Ulstermen who 
went over the top on the Ist July, 1916, and 
proved to the world, if proof were wanting, 
what the courage of the men of U'ster can 
accomplish, hold that we have as good a right 
as any Welsh or English statesman to say 
under what flag or under which Government we 
are going to live. 

We pray that British statesmen pause and, 
with us, ask for guidance of Almighty God 
hefore committing themselves to that which, 
if persisted in, will bring about civil war in 
Ireland. 

“We condemn most strongly the action of 
those who call themselves the Irish Republican 
Army in interfering with the libemy of law- 
abiding citizens in the South and West of Ire- 
land, and protest against uniformed members 
of the said ‘army being allowed to patro! 
Northern Ireland. We again express our loyalty 
to our King and tho British Constitution, our 
confidence im Sir James Craig, Premier of 
Northern Ireland, and the Ulster Cabinet.” 

Mr. John F. Gordon, M.P., declared that the 
Ulster people loved the Union Jack, and they 
warned Lloyd George that they were deter- 
mined to hold on to the old flag.
